The  great  seal  of  the  State  is  described  as  fol- 
lows: A  central  group  representing  a  plow,  a  miner's  pick  and 
shovel;  upon  the  right  representation  of  the  great  falls  of  the 
Missouri  river;  upon  the  left  mountain  scenery,  and  beneath  the 
words  "Oro  y  Plata."  The  seal  must  be  two  and  one-half  inches 
in  diameter,  and  surrounded  by  these  words:  "The  Great  Seal  of 
the  State  of  Montana." 


State  Plag".  The  state  flag  of  Montana  is  a  flag  having  a 
blue  field,  with  a  representation  of  the  Great  Seal  of  the  State 
in  the  center,  and  with  a  golden  fringe  along  the  upper  and 
lower  borders  of  the  flag.
